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FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  APFLSS 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


The  British  market  for  American  apples  during  the  past  week  was 
characterized  by  light  supplies,  active  demand  and  high  prices  for  "barreled 
stock,  "but  liberal  supplies,  slow  to  moderate  demand,  and  relatively  no 
change  in  prices  for  boxed  stock,  according  to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr. 
Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe .    Prices  paid  for 
barreled  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction  on  January  19  were  almost  as  high 
as  those  quoted  late  in  September  and  early  in  October.    Rhode  Island 
Greenings  from  New  York  topped  the  market  this  week,  A-2  1/2  inch  fruit 
selling  rapidly  at  from  $6.81  to  $7.30  per  barrel,  as  against  $5.60  to 
$6.08  per  barrel  last  week,     quotations  on  most  of  the  boxed  stock,  how- 
ever, showed  little  change  due  to  the  rather  heavy  supplies  of  poor  con- 
dition fruit. 

The  demand  during  the  auction  v/as  very  active  for  Rhode  Island 
Greenings  and  Baldwins  from  New  York,  as  well  as  for  Virginia  York  Imper- 
ials and  Ben  Davis,  all  of  which  were  in  rather  limited  supply.  Supplies 
of  Oregon  Spitzenburgs  and  Yellow  Newtowns,  however,  were  liberal  and  the 
demand  slow  to  moderate,  due  largely  to  the  poor  condition  of  the  fruit. 
Newtowns  in  good  condition  brought  $3.04  per  box  as  compared  with  $2.68  to 
$2.92  last  week,  but  Spitzengurgs  sold  slowly  at  $2.19.     There  was  a  mod- 
erate demand  for  Washington  Rome  Beauties  at  $2.31  per  box.     Supplies  of 
this  variety  were  light.     The  keenest  demand  for  the  boxed  varieties  was 
centered  on  Washington  Winesaps.     The  available  supplies  of  this  variety 
were  moderate  and  sold  readily  at  from  $2.68  to  $3.41  per  box. 

In  general,  it  can  be  said  that  apple  supplies  in  Great  Britain 
during  the  week  were  only  moderate  and  that  the  demand  is  improving  on 
high  grade  fruit.     The  demand,  however,  is  dull  on  cargoes  of  pacific 
Coast  apples  arriving  via  the  Panama  Canal  in  t>oor  condition.    Boxed  Yel- 
low Newtowns  and  Spitzenburgs  are  arriving  with  minimum  color  for  grade, 
states  Mr.  Smith.    Many  of  the  apples  apnear  override  and  with  a  small 
amount  of  vitality,  showing  from  1  to  10  ver  cent  decay.    Pacific  North- 
west Winesaps,  however,  are  arriving  firm  and  in  good  condition.  The 
weather  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  week  was  mcstly  clear 
and  cool,  which  may  be  considered  as  a  favorable  condition  for  fruit  con- 


Prices  in  Hamburg  and  Copenhagen  are  strengthening.     The  Copen- 
hagen market,  however,  is  handicapped  by  too  much  lew  grade  fruit,  states 
Mr.  Smith.
